later. Harrison returned and told a ( 
most remarkable story of kidnaping i 
and adventure, filled with such im- | 
possible 
and 
conflicting 
statements 
that it has generally come to be be- j 
Beveil that he was never very far from j 
his own home from the time of bls 
disappearance until his return! 
But why did he remain away. and 
why did the persons accused of his 
murder give such misleading accounts 
of their actions that a Jury convicted ! 
them of murder practically without 
hesitation? 
The evidence brought out at the 
trial showed that Harrison left his j 
house in the afternoon and walked, or 
was supposed to have walked, two 
miles to Clinrringworth to collect some 
rents. 
When, as evening came on and ; 
Harrison had not returned, his servant 
—a man named John Berry—was sent 
in search of him. 
Neither Harrison j 
nor Perry put in an appearance that j 
night and, In the morning, one of the 
sons of the missing man joined In the j 
search, meeting Perry on his way 
borne. 
The servant maintained that he had 
been 
ter. but when young Harrison Joined j 
in the search be located a bloodstained 
hat which was supposed to have be- ; 
longed to William Harrison. 
Soon the I 
entire countryside was ergaged In an 
attempt to solve the mystery and the 
actious of Perry led to his : 


tieing suspected of the crime, the al­ 
leged motive being the securing of 
the money which Harrison had upon 
him at the time. 
Under pressure, 
Perry stated that his motlier nnd 
bort her had 
frequently 
asked him 
when Harrison went to collect his 
rents, and added that it was his 
(Perry’s) belief that the missing man 
had been murdered by Mother Perry 
und her son. 
On the strength of this all three 
of the Perrys were arrested, tried and 
sentenced to death. Joan Perry was 
the first to be hanged, protesting her 
innocence. 
Richard Perry followed 
his mother to the gallows, and finally 
John Perry, Harrison's servant, later 
retracted his previous statement and 
declared that he knew nothing what­ 
ever of the crime or any possible mo­ 
tive. 
Nearly two years after the three 
had been hanged for his murder, Wil­ 
liam Harrison returned to his home, 
apparently unconcerned, nnd telling a 
tale of having been waylaid by high­ 
waymen, kidnaped nnd spirited away 
to the continent. 
For several days, 
he stated, his captors had kept him 
hidden and had then put him on board 
a ship, though he never vouchsafed 
any explanation as to the motive for 
the outrage, for he had comparatively 
little money in his possession, and 
one of tile details of his story has to 
do with the way in which his ab­ 
ductors 
kept 
him 
supplied 
with 
money, 
Finally, he declared, he was sold to 
a physician at Smyrna, but he was 
able to give no definite description of 
the city nor was he able to explain 
, how, penniless and unfamiliar with 
the languages spoken on the continent, 
I he was. able to find his way back 
! home. 
The only apparent explanation of 
the entire affair Is that, for some rea- 
able to find no trace of his mn,- j *"“• Harrison s presence at Campden 
was inconvenient to some one then ^n 
authority. He had lived through troub­ 
lous times, and had come into a 
changed state of affairs with n^w 
masters. He was familiar with a num­ 
ber of secrets, and therefore might 
have been better out of the way for 


the time being. 
But the precise na­ 
ture of these secrets and why three 
Innocent persons were permitted to 
go to the gallows for a crime which 
had not been committed has never 
been disclosed.

But the thing which most people 
forget when they label others snobs, 
is that among the highly placed, be­ 
cause of opportunity and 
environ­ 
ment—there is a greater percentage 
of Individuals who are filled 
with 
charm and brain, savior viore and 
brilliancy, to say nothing 
of their 
worldly possessions which make an 
enjoyable stage 
setting!—than 
in 
any other class. 
And all this not 
especially from merit, but from gen­ 
erations of leisure to acquire graces. 
As Socrates said of the free born 
Athenian who was yet 
a cobbler— 
the avocation of the 
man, forever 
bending over his lathe, 
could 
not 
permit his mind to take 
tho same 
vast view, as one in circumstances 
which allowed of leisure 
to study 
and gain experience and broaden his 
outlook, and for this reason the opin­ 
ion of the latter might be ot more 
value to the State, though both were 
free born citizens. 
It is this point I wish to urge in 
defence of many so 
called 
snobs. 
They find among the great ones of 
the earth 
a greater 
choice 
from 
which to select friends. 
So does it 
not seem perfectly natural for those 
of similar tastes, not members of the 
circle by right of birth or fortune, to 
desire to reach it? 
For in it there 
are to be found the cleverest of the 
politicians, the most brilliant states­ 
men, the finest actors, the best auth­ 
ors, the most inspired artists, and 
musicians, and the 
cleverest 
busi­ 
ness men as well as those who are 
naturally there from inheritance, but 
possess no special talent beyond the 
knowledge of how to live agreeably. 
There is a tolerance among peo­ 
ple of the highest breeding, a broad 
vision, unknown in parochial circles. 
The units belonging to 
the 
great 
world can afford to be simple, and to 
appreciate true merit, 
no 
matter 
how humble it may be clothed, be­ 
cause they are unhampered by anx­ 
iety as to the opinion of otheis, and 
can be natural. 
No one would call a boy a snob 
who was climbing a cherry tree to 
obtain the largest 
cherries, 
which 
grew’ on the top, if he placed his feet 
on the branches w’hich would obvi­ 
ously aid his ascent, and perhaps 
neglect to pluck the fruit on 
the 
way up, which w’as smaller and less 
ripe. 
And yet whoever mounts 
a 
ladder by his own effort in life, or 
enters a class above 
his 
original 
status, is alw’avs called a snob 
by 
thoes he leaves behind without dis­ 
crimination as to whether 
he has 
been drawn upward 
mental 
sym­ 
pathy in ideas—or by the attraction 
of outward things. 
The true snob 
nearly always 
receives 
some 
bad 
falls, and puts himself in positions 
which cause him great humiliation. 
The false, or so callcd-snob contin­ 
ues steadily to rise, until he rests 
with his true mates on 
whatever 
plane they all naturally belong to. 
How often has one seen an indi­ 
vidual of natural refinement and lof­ 
ty desires a member of 
a family 
whose tastes are vulgar, and whose 
aspirations never rise beyond 
the 
mediocre. 
How cruel then if he be 
dubbed a snob because, at the first 
chance, he endeavors to lift himself 
into more congenial atmosphere. 
Gradually people always gravitate 
to where they belong. 
You will see 
sometimes those born in the highest 
stations finding their natural com­ 
panions in classes far beneath their 
own. 
Are they called snobs because 
of this? 
No!—but they could just 
as logically 
be so branded—since 
they are leaving their own class be­ 
cause they desire so to do, just as 
much a s those others w’ho are ris­ 
ing out of their original station are 
rising because they also desire so 
to do. 
The 
Smiths 
make 
money 
and 
move into a better house, and en­ 
tertain 
more. 
The 
Browns 
call 
them snobs because they now are 
able to aspire to know the Robin- 


U c 
sons, w hom the Browns cannot ho 
to approach. 
Au actpr or an author, say, poor 
and struggling, emerges, and gradu­ 
ally gets to know’ people higher up 
whom he finds congenial and who 
find him congenial—his manner and 
tastes refine, and expand under idle 
new influences, and he rises higher 
and higher, until suddenly he feels 
he has attained a place 
to which 
he has always instinctively belong­ 
ed, and that a great gulf 
divides 
him now from the companions 
of 
his youth, but most of his original 
friends who have stayed where they 
were, call him a snob! 
Ho w’ould 
be, if meeting 
one 
of 
these 
old 
friends, who was still congenial to 
him in mind, but 
only 
separated 
from him now by worldly 
station, 
he should pass him by. 
That is the 
great point I wish to make. 
It is 
snobbish to be influenced solely by 
outside things, regardless of the in­ 
ward worth of the 
owner of th em. 
Is John Dobbs to be christened s cob 
because he does not seek out 
the 
rich vulgar Hodges of his owrn sta­ 
tion whom he has always known, but% 
prefers the poor Audieys who 
are 
highly connected, though only living 
in the small cottage. 
The Hodges 
think he is a snob—the Audieys do 
not—they find him 
congenial 
he 
finds the Audieys congenial, w’hjere- 
as he is bored writh the Hodges, and 
has nothing to say to them. 
In this case it is not riches w’filch 
have been the attraction—since the 
Audieys had none—but sympathy of 
tastes. 
Mrs. Moore, while quite nice 
to 
her old friends, seeks those in high­ 
er places for her 
daughters, 
and 
does not whiningly make 
new 
ac­ 
quaintances with those in lesser po­ 
sitions than her own. 
All beneath 
her call her a snob, wTiile desiring 
exactly 
the 
same 
advancement 
which Mrs. Moore is aiming at. 
So the first thing to do when you 
hear people being called snobs is to 
examine the facts. 
One branch of a good old family 
may stay in the country and fpradu- 
ally become submerged by the local 
professional society, while the. other 
branch may strike out in the world 
and attain 
fame and 
place. 
Can 
they be galled snobs for preferring 
their new’ surroundings and friends 
—w’ho are brilliant and inspiring— 
to their old dull country neighbors? 
It is all illogical and foolish. 
Get 
dowrn to the 
intrinsic 
values 
of 
things, stripped of sentiment, or the 
ticket w’hich has been 
tied 
onto 
them by convention for generations, 
and you will find that it is perfectly 
natural to desire to obtain a place in 
that society w’hich can offer 
you 
that companionship and 
entertain­ 
ment your soul loves whether it be 
Bohemian, aristocratic, literary, 
or 
commercial. 
Everyone, as I said be­ 
fore, gravitates to where he natural­ 
ly belongs, no matter in what sta­ 
tion high or low he may have been 
born in. 
Who w’ould not 
desire 
that 
his 
children might rise into more inter­ 
esting society than he himself moves 
in? 
or w’ould think of restraining 
them w’hen advancing on the score 
of Snobbery. 
I have never met a 
Socialist who did not consider him­ 
self the equal of the leader of his 
band, or the superior of all those 
placed under him 
I 
have 
never 
met an individual of any class w’ho 
wras not gratified by the respect and 
regard of those in the highest situa­ 
tions! 
But to put it in a nutshell. 
You 
are a snob if you are ashamed of eld 
friends, and can 
only 
see 
merit 
when it is coupled with worldly hon­ 
our in an individual. 
But you are 
not a snob—if your tastes happening 
to make you desire the company of 
those above you, in. worldly position, 
you do your best to attain that same 
position.

the 
circumstances, 
communicate them to the editor?** 
Another reprinted item, which or­ 
iginally appeared in the same paper 
under date of July IO, 1826, striking­ 
ly illustrates the almost 
complete 
isolation of the various sections of 
the country because of inadequate 
means of communication. 
When it 
is recalled that today the news of 
the death of any famous man is car­ 
ried by telegraph and telephone to 
remote parts of the country within 
a few hours after it occurs, the edi­ 
tor’s comment on the death of Ad­ 
ams and Jefferson assumes added 
significance. 
Hd says: "The newspapers of the 
North and East are filled with re­ 
marks upon the death of John Ad­ 
ams, while those from the South 
I are equally engaged with the obse- 
i quies of Jefferson, neither 
section 
having yet heard of the loss sustain­ 
ed by the other.

ciety of Ostersund, now a Chicago 
violinist on the faculty of the Bush 
Conservatory. 
“American 
musical 
possibilities 
are 
magnificent 
and 
American subservience to European 
Ipera is a mistake. 
“I am not flattering Americans. 
It is not flattery to say, as I now 
lay most emphatically, that Ameri- 
tans are too timid. They go to hear 
ipc^a in Russian, which they do not 
nnderstand, but are afraid to pro­ 
duce opera in their own language, as 
people of other countries do. 
“Americans have been told 
that 
English is not adapted to opera, but 
that is nonsense. 
To say the least, 
English well pronounced 
is 
more 
musical than some 
languages 
in 
which opera is produced not only in 
the countries where those languages 
are spoken but in America. 
“America has both adequate musi­ 
cal capacities and an adequate lang­ 
uage to create its own opera. 
For 
my part, I liked Lohengrin better 
when I heard it sung in English that 
when I have heard it sung in the 
original German. 
In some cases the 
English words, being cognates, were 
almost the same as their German 
equivalents; in other they were, to 
my ear. decidedly more musical. 
“To be sure, much depends on the 
pronunciation. 
Personally, I prefer 
the American pronunciation to the 
British.
